Both Sides Save Faces 
in “Common-Sense"

END OF EMERGENCY 


CONTROL DEMANDED 


Government Will Try at Once 
to Settle Dispute in the 
Coal Industry. 


London, May 12 (By A. P.).— 
Great Britain’s gigantic industrial 
strike, a test of endurance which 
lasted nine days, is ended. The 
general council of the Trades 
Union conference, heeding the ef- 
forts of Sir Herbert Samuel, chair- 
man of the royal coal commission, 
as private mediator, today with- 
drew its order for a sympathetic 
strike of the trades union in sup- 
port of the coal miners. | 

The coal miners remain out, but 
with the assurance of Premier 
Baldwin that no stone will be left 


‘unturned to bring the interrupted 


negotiations between the miners 
and mine owners to a conclusion 
satisfactory to all. 

Now, the nation that has borne 
with good humor and Spartan for- 
titude the inconveniences and an- 
noyances inevitable to any general 
stoppage of industry is preparing 
to pick up the pieces and count 
the cost. 

Work Being Resumed. 

Work is being slowly resumed 
throughout the country tonight. 
There are still many differences to 
be adjusted before industry can be 
in full swing again. . 

First, there is the question of the 
re-engagement of the men who 
have been notified that their places 
were filled. Then, too, groups in 
various sections have announced 
their unwillingness to resume work 
until the government emergency 
control is-entirely removed. 

But. on the whole, the nation has 
joyfully accepted the end of what 
the Trades Union congress, with 
reason, has characterized as one of 
the most orderly stoppages in the 
history of industrial disputes. 

For the preceding 24 hours there 
had been much talk of peace; 
rumors were current that strong 
influences were at work to bring 
the government and labor Jeaders 
together, and last night there were 
important conferences between the 
representatives of the miners and 
the men highest in authority in the 
Trades Union congress. 

Proceedings Are Brief. 


Premier Baldwin and his minis- 
ters awaited a call from the union 
leaders until after midnight, but it 
was not until noon today that the 
delegation proceeded to No. 10 
Downing street, the premier’s of- 
ficial residence. 

Here the proceedings were brief. 
In few words the premicr was in- 
formed that the labor men were 
there to inform him of the termina- 
tion of the general strike. At the 
same time they relied upon his put- 
ting into effect his previous prom- 
ises of ‘‘a square deal for all.” 

The termination of the strike 
was broadcast over the radio, an- 
nounced in parliament and spread 
rapidly to every corner of the coun- 
try. It was received throughout 
England with mixed feelings, char- 
acteristic of the British, but mostly 
with cheers. Even then, however, 
the public did not give way to the 
delirium of the moment, but ac- 
cepted with smiles and light hearts 
the fact that things soon would be- 
gin to return to normal.

LUTHER 3 CABINET, 
DEFEATED, RESIGNG; 
FAQUIOT PLOT SeEh 


‘Restoration of Wilhelm 


on German Throne 
ls Objective. 


Berlin, May 12 (By A. P.).— 
Dr. Hans Luther, the German 
chancellor, suffered a personal de- 
feat in the reichstag today, when a 
motion of censure moved by the 
democrats was adopted by a vote 
of 176 to 146. One hundred and 
deputies ~ abstained from 
voting. 

The chancellor’s downfall was 
accomplished through the adoption 
of a democratic resolution of con- 
demnation because of his attitude 
on the government's flag decree, 
that the merchant flag, composed of 
the old monarchist colors, should 
be flown side by side with the re- 
publican flag on German embassies 
and consulates abroad. 

Dr. Luther’s defeat carried with 
it the fall of the entire cabinet, 
which shortly after the reichstag 
vote announced that it had de- 
cided to retire in a body, in com- 
pliance with its previous determina- 
tion to share the blame of the flag 
action with the chancellor. 


Resignation Accepted. 


President von Hindenberg ac- 
cepted the resignation of the min- 
istry and requested Dr. Luther to 
carry on until a new government 
can be formed. 

The chancellor’s overthrow really 
was accomplished through a coali- 
tion of the democratic, socialist and 
communist parties, an alliance 
which reichstag leaders assert 
eliminated the democrats from im- 
mediate participation in the new 
government. 

Dr. Luther, who is the first of 
almost a score of postwar chancel- 
lors to receive such a personal cen- 
sure by parliament, feels his posi- 
tion keenly and has_ requested 
President von Hindenburg to re- 
lieve him of further duties as chan- 
cellor at the earliest possible date.

STIRS TEARS IN COURT

The jury in the Wan murder trial 


was locked up at 10 o’clock last 
night after it had: wrangled for five 
hours without reaching a verdict.

Jury Directly Above Him. 


Wan was in a rell in the base- 
ment of the courthouse, while the 
jury was deciding his fate. Wheth- 
er he knew it or not is not certain, 
but the twelve jurors were in a 
room directly above him. 

The jury was given the case at 
4:45 o’clock and was taken to a 
jury room In.the east end of the 
courthouse. When 10 o'clock ar- 
rived and no verdict had been 
reached, Justice Adolph Hoehling 
ordered the jurors locked up for 
the night. 

Wan was placed in the ‘Black 


Maria” and taken to the District | 


jail after the jury was locked up. 
He’ will be returned to the court- 
house at 10 o’clock this morning. 


Priest with Him. 


While he was in the courthouse, 
Wan was consoled by the Rev. 
Peter J. O’Callaghan, the Catholic 
priest who has worked hard to save 
him from the electric chair. It 
was Father O’Callaghan who ep- 
listed the services of all the famous 
lawyers who have participated in 
the defense of Wan without re- 
muneration. 

The Wan murder case was given 
to the jury at 4:45 o’clock yester- 
day afternoon. At 8:30 o’clock the 
jury was still out. 

Men and women wept unashamed

CASUALTIES IN FIGHT 
HEAVY, BERLIN HEARS 


President and Cabinet Said 
to Have Quit; Public 
Buildings Seized. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

A revolutionary movement is in 
progress in Poland, with the central 
point the capital, Warsaw, and with 
Marshal Pilsudski, the former presi- 
dent, apparently bent on forcing the 
present government from power. 

A tight censorship has been ‘es- 
tablished and telegraph and tele- 
phone communcations are badly 
interrupted. But from Berlin, on 
what is characterized as reliable in- 
formation, comes the report of fight- 
ing in the streets of Warsaw with 
many casualties. 


Dispatches from Prague and Cra-| 


cow give more details of the in- 
ception of the revolt, which began 
Tuesday night. Soldiers in the 
Rembertoy camp, on the outskirts 
of the capital, resented an attack 
on Pilsudski’s home close by and 
with the former president at their 
head began a march on Warsaw. 


Loyal Forces Defeated. 


Latest information from 
Czechoslovaki-Polish frontier is to 
the effect that loyal troops failed 
in their attempts to prevent the in- 
surrectionists from reaching War- 
saw and adds that the object of the 
movement is the establishment of 
a dictatorship. The Wolff bureau 
at Berlin, the semiofficial news 
agency, has received dispatches 
that Pilsudski has seized various 
public buildings including the of- 
fice of the ministry of the interior, 
his forces are marching on the 
Belvedere palace, the home of 
President Wojciechowski, and that 
Premier Wittos has resigned. 

From various points comes the 
statement that the Polish govern- 
ment has entered into negotiations 
with Marshal Pilsudski for the pur- 
pose of preventing civil war. 

Casualties Are Heavy. 

Berlin, May 12 (By A. P.).—- 
Reliable advices from Warsaw say 
that severe fighting occurred in 
the streets of the Polish capital 
this afternoon, many persons being 
killed or wounded. 

Antigovernment forces are re- 
ported to have occupied the castle, 
the premier’s residence and the 
foreign office, and to be marching 
on the president’s palace at.

It is additionally reported that 
the government has resigned and 
that the president’s resignation is 
expected.

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PENNELL WILL LEAVES 
| PROPERTY TO NATION 


Money and Art Gems Will Go 
to the United States at 
Widow’s Death. 


The future of art in America will 
be greatly benefited through the 
provisions of an extraordinary will 
left by the late Joseph Pennell, one 
of the leading artists of the world, 
who died recently. Justice Harlan 
Fiske Stone, of the United States 
Supreme Court, escorted the widow, 
Mrs. Pennell, to the executive of- 
fices, where she acquainted Presi- 
dent Coolidge with the provisions 
of the bequest. 

With the exception of a small 
legacy of $19,000 to a faithful 
servant, Mr. Pennell left all of his 
} property, which represents both his 
and Mrs. Pennell’s joint earnings 
of a lifetime, in frust to Mrs. Pen- 
nell, and makes her the sole execu- 
trix. She is to have the income for 
life, and at her death everything-— 
capital, prints, paintings, manu- 
script, books, copyrights and all 
other possessions are to hecome the 
property of the United States for 
the division of prints of the Library 
of Congress. The value of the 
estate has not been estimated as 
| vet, but it will be very large. 

Mrs. Pennell was accompanied to 
the White House in addition to Jus- 
tice Fiske by Mr. and Mrs. Edward 
Laroque Tinker. The President was 
told that Mr. Pennell desired that 
all of the capital shall be known as 
the “Pennell Fund,’ and shall be 
kept intact and invested by the 
proper officials of the government, 
who shall use the income derived for 
these three main-purposes: 

To add to the Whistler collection,

markable Whistler books and prints. 

To provide for the Pennell collec- 
tion, which will include all signed 
prints, engraving and etchings, the 
work of Mr. Pennell.

Roald Amundsen, commander of 
the third expedition to reach the 
north pole and the first human being 
to reach the south pole, radioed yes- 
terday to Ralph Lomen, Norwegian 
consul at Nome, to have 100 men 
ready to-lowerthe dirigible. He said 
he would keep Mr. Lomen advised 
of progress by radio, and the consul 
had four anchors, known as “dead 
men,’ placed in readiness to hold the 
ship down.

First Radio From Pole. 


The Norge left Spitzbergen at 10 
a. m., Norwegian time, or 4 a. m., 
eastern standard time, Tuesday, 
and sailed over the pole with the 
seventeen members of its crew at 
1 a. m. today, Norwegian time, or 
7 o’clock last night, eastern stan- 
dard time. The news reached the 
New York Times and St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat by radfo in the first 
message ever received from the 
north pole. The papers gave out 
the news at 3:04 a. m., eastern 
standard time, today. 

The New York Times and the St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat announced at 
10 o'clock tonight (daylight saving 
time) that no dispatches had been 
received from Roald Amundsen’s 
airship Norge since the message sent 
at 3:50 this morning, Norwegian 
time, (9:30 p. m. yesterday, East- 
ern standard time) after the ship 
had crossed the north pole. 

It was estimated that the Norge 
would reach Alaska in about 25 
hours if she maintained the speed 
made'on the flight from Kings Bay 
to the pole. The next news of the 
explorers was expected to come 
from Alaska. 

Commander Byrd saw the Norge 
off but remained at Kings Bay to 
prepare, in the wards of Lieut. Alton 
N. Parker, of his party, to “‘investi- 
gate every foot of real estate near 
the pole for Uncle Sam.” 

Twenty-five men have now seen 
the north pole. Six in the Peary ex- 
pedition, Commander Byrd and his 
pilot, Floyd Bennett, and seven- 
teen on the Norge. The Norge 
reached the pole in fifteen hours 
from Kings Bay; Commander Byrd 
required fifteen hours and thirty 
minutes to go to the pole and back - 
to Kings Bay in his airplane, and 
Peary, using dog sleds, took eight 
months for the trip to the pole and 
back to civilization.

3 Estate Near Canada Virtually 


Decided Upon as Summer 
White House. 
‘IS FOUND BEST FITTED 
- AMONG MANY OFFERED 


‘Large Establishment Has the 
Isolation Deemed Essential 
for Real Relaxation.

For the first time since the days 
of Theodore Roosevelt, New York 
State will this summer have the 


‘honor of housing the Summer 
‘White House of the United States. 
There will be this difference, how- 
ever. Where, under President 
‘“Teddy’’ the affairs of the nation 
‘were transacted at the extreme 
southern point. at Oyster Bay, on 
_Long Island Sound, this summer 
‘President Coolidge and his entour- 
age will be far in the North, less 
than an hour’s ride from the Cana- 
dian line. 

This became certain yesterday 
when Secretary Everett Sanders 
stated that he had been authorized 
to announce that the President 
virtually had decided to summer 
at the Kirkwood estate, on Osgood 
lake, one of the St. Regis chain in 
extreme northern New York. The 
establishment is known as White 
Pine camp, and it will be camping 
de luxe in the broadest sense of that 
much-abused phrase. There will be 
all of the comforts of the city in 
the heart of an unbroken forest. 
Isolation. deemed essential for the 
vacations of Presidents, will be 
there, but it will be an isolation 
where all of the elements that are 
at the disposal of Mr. Coolidge in 
the White House here will be avail- 
able for him. 

The announcement had not been 
expected for several days, and it is 
understood that a compelling rea- 
son was to end the speculation 
which was being taken advantage 
of by real estate manipulators in 
many sections to sell summer prop- 
erties on the suggestion that the 
President would spend his vacation 
period at a nearby point. 

The selection was in accordance 
with the wishes of both the Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Coolidge that they 
find a spot where they could get 
the advantages of mountain air. 
Also it will afford the President re- 
lief from political importunities 
had he gone back to Massachusetts 
to spend the summer. While there 
will be a hot political campaign in 
New York this year, as there will 
be one in Massachusetts, the Presi- 
dent will be far away from the po- 
litiefl centers and there will not be 
the urge to visit him on Empire 
State politicians that there would 
be were he in the Bay State. 


Locating Executive Offices. 


While the President and Mrs. 
Coolidge will remain in White Pine 
camp it is expected that the execu- 
tive offices will be located in the 
well-known Paul Smith hotel, 
which is three miles from the Kirk- 
wood estate. There is plenty of room 
there for offices and to take care 
of the executive staff. This par- 
ticular point, however, has not as 
yet been decided because there are 
also buildings inside the camp in- 
closure which could be turned over 
to such a purpose. 

There will be a distinct contrast 
this year between the Coolidge home 
of last year on the north shore of 
Massachusetts and White Pine camp 
so far as the surroundings go. There 
will not be s0 many near neighbors. 
There will, however, be ample ac- 
commodations for such guests as the 
Coolidges desire, and hunting, fish- 
ing, boating and the like can be 
taken advantage of if so desired.

It is expected that the custom 
which prevailed last’ year will be 
followed in the Adirondacks this 
summer.

wood place, Frank W. Stearns, the 
President’s close friend, went to 
the Adirondacks to make a final 
inspection. He confirmed Starling’s 
findings. 3 

White Pine camp is located on 
Osgood lake, in the upper St. Regis 
lake chain in northern New York, 
and is owned by Irwin R. Kirkwood, 
Kansas City publisher. Mrs. Kirk- 
wood, a friend of Mrs. Coolidge, 
died a short time ago. She ‘was the 
daughter of the late William R. 
Nelson, founder of the Kansas City 
Star. Hler large estate was left in 
the hands of her husband as exec- 
utor and White Pine camp was in- 
cluded. Mr. Kirkwood had made 
elaborate plans to sell the Adiron- 
dack estate when it became known 
that the President might be in- 
duced to spend the summer there. 
A tender of the place for summer 
White House purposes was made 


nearly two months ago. 
Where Camp Is Situated. 


Unlike presidential vacationing 
places of other years, the Kirkwood 
camp is a group of buildings of log 
construction rather than a single 
residence. The word ‘‘camp,’’ how- 
ever, is a misnomer. Every expense 
and care has been taken to make it 
a place whose sojourners in no sense 
would be obliged to ‘‘rough’’ it. 

As the real estate men who have 
been trying to sell the property 
for Mr. Kirkwood put it, it is the 
“finest camp in the Adirondacks’’ 
by reason of the claim that a 
fortune has been spent during the 
last five years in making it an all- 
year-round place of residence. It 
is about a mile and a half from 
the main State ‘highway between 
New York city :nd Montreal, and 
the nearest town, 14 miles away, 
is Saranac Lake, with a population 
of about 56,000. The nearest rail- 
road is 4 miles wway and fashion- 
able Lake Placid.is 20 miles dis- 
tant. It is 70 miles from Montreal 
and 370 from New York. 

The main camp building, which 
will be occupied by the President 
and Mrs. Coolidge, consists of a 
large living room, with inclosed 
sun porch, two stone fireplaces, 
while hot-water heat insures that 
there is complete comfort in rainy 
OF cold weather. 


There are two suites in what is 


* 
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known as the “‘‘owner’s cabin,” ad- 
joining, one consisting of sitting 
room, bedroom, dressing room, 
bath, maid’s room with bath, stone 
fireplaces and a sewing room.. The 
other suite has sitting room, bed- 
room and bath, with stone fireplace. 
The dining cabin has a dining room 
with big stone fireplace, hot-water 
heat, large pantry, modern kitchen, 
with servants’ dining room, butler’s 
room and near by is an ice house 
and storage cooler. 


Cabins for Guests. 


There are four guest cabins, two 
with two rooms and bath each; one 
cabin has a sitting room, two bed- 
rooms and two baths and the fourth 
has a sitting room, bedroom and 
bath. All have stone fireplaces. 
There are fourteen servants’ rooms 
in three separate cabins, with three 
baths; superintendent’s house with 
six rooms and bath, a gardener’s 
house with six rooms, bath and 
hot-water heat and stables and two 
garages. 

One of the real features of the 
estate is found in the flower gar- 
den and an unusual rock garden. 
There are over two acres in the 
flower garden, with two modern 
greenhouses. There also is a large 
vegetable garden. Throughout the 
camp tract ornamental shrubbery 
plantings have been made to fit in 
with the native shrubs and trees. 

The estate offers exceptional op- 
portunity for outdoor life, while 
there also is a double bowling al- 
ley and billiard cabin with fire- 
places. There is an English en- 
tout-cas tennis court, with attrac- 
tive tennis observation and _ tea 
house with stone fireplace. There 
are two large boathouses, equipped 
with launches and canoes, while 
there also are two golf courses 
nearby. | 

The estate, which is char- 
acterized as one of the most beau- 
tiful spots in the Adirondacks, con- 
sists of 35 acres of natural wood- 
land, bordered three-fourths of the 
way around by Osgood lake, and 
on .the other side by a New York 
State forest preserve. These fac 
tors were appealing because they 
insured privacy which is a necessity 
where the President is to stay. 


Picturesque Surroundings. 


This section of the Adirondacks 
is famous for its summer climate 
and lack of insects. The livigg 
quarters are on a point of land that 
projects out into Osgood lake, 


giving full advantage of the pic-: 


turesqueness of that body of water. 
In the 35 acres are all of the fea- 
tures that have made the upper 
Adirondacks one of the beauty 
spots of the northern New York 
section, There are many mature 
specimens of native shrubs and 
trees, and additional plantings of 
rhododendrons, laurels and other 
ornamental shrubs have been 
utilized to take advantage of the 
natural layout. 


Electric lights are in all build-|° 


ings, on the boat landing, the wa- 
ter front and along the roadways 
and the paths. 

Just when the exodus to the 
North will be made depends on 
when Congress gets through and 
the weather.

Urges Death Penalty. 


George D. Horning, jr., the as- 
sistant prosecutor, made the first 
to 


tric chair. In closing, he said: 

“Tt only wish that you gentlemen 
could be at the graves of the three 
murdered men when you write out 
your verdict.’’ 

Rudolph H. Yeatman, of the de- 
fense counsel, followed Horning 
and was fdllowed, in turn, by 
former Senator Stanley. 

Mr. Yeatman reminded the jury 
of the law in the case, stressing the 
point that they should return a ver- 
dict of guilty only if they -were con- 
vinced of the defendant’s guilt ‘‘be- 
yond a reasonable doubt.”’ 


Firm Conviction Needed. 


To return a verdict of guilty, he 
said, the jury must have such an 
abiding conviction of guilt as to 
permeate their flesh eand blood, a 
conviction that could not be 
brushed away. : | 

“Unless you feel that way,” he 
said, ‘‘your duty is to return a 
prompt verdict of not guilty.’ 

Former Senator Stanley, a few 
years ago one of the silver tongues 
of the upper House, had the spec- 
tators on the edge of their seats 
while he was making his argument. 

The Kentuckian would lean far 
over the jury box and look search- 
ingly into the eyes of the jurors. 
Then he would swing around and 
pound his fist on the bench.:. Time 
after time he pointed his finger at 
the prosecuting attorneys and up- 
braided them for some action of 
theirs or of the police. 


Cites Wan’s Weakness. 


Stanley at one point said that the 
prosecution’s aim was to try out a 
new electrical experiment called 
“cooking Wan,’ and the spectators 
shuddered. He was referring to the 
new electric chair in the District 
jail. ; 

Taking up the triple murder it- 
self, Stanley described the mission 
house as it was found by the police. 
He pictured the disarranged furni- 
ture, the broken lamp and_ the 
wounds on the face of Dr. T. T. 
Wong. 

He then recalled the puny condi- 
tion of Wan at that time. Physicians 
have found, he said, that Wan was 
weak and emaciated and that he 
weighed about 109 pounds. 

How, he asked, could Wan have 
killed three men? How, he asked, 
could he have grappled with and 
triumphed over the powerful Dr. 
Wong? 

“He reminded the jury of the score 
or more men and women who came 
here to testify as to Wan’s good 
character. He recalled the state- 
ment of one elderly woman who 
said that Wan had the most noble 
heart she had ever known. 

“Is he the bloody murderer who 
would kill three friends ?”’ Stanley 
shouted. ‘I leave it to you.”’ 

The sobbing in the courtroom be- 
came audible as Stanley pictured 
Wan’'s predicament in the last seven 
and a half years. 

“You can’t give him back those 
years,”’ he said. “‘But you can give 
him back what is left of his life. 
You can permit him to go back to 
that faraway land whence he came.”’ 


Check Episode Recited. 


The arguments of the opposing 
counsel centered principally on 
the $5,000 check in the case. 
The counsel for the  govern- 
ment contended that Wan com- 
mitted the murder for the pur- 
pose of forging and cashing a $5,000 
check on the educational mission. 
It was an admitted fact that Wan’s 
brother, Van, tried to cash the 
check at the Riggs bank the day 
after the murder. Van’s story was 
that he met a strange Chinese who 
asked his help in cashing the check. 
Attorney Lambert, in discussing 
the check episode, reminded the 
jury that there was an iron safe in 
the mission house. Although this 
safe was filled with money’ and 


bonds, he said, the police nad never

~ HOOVER WARNING 


Tells Chamber of Commerce 
That It Is Most Difficult 
Economic Situation. 


GOV. RITCHIE DEMANDS 
FREEDOM FOR BUSINESS 


Twoscore Captains of Indus- 
try Attend Banquet of 
1,000 Delegates. 


Solution of the ills of agriculture 
is America’s most difficult eco- 
nomic situation, Secretary of Com- 
merce Herbert Hoover declared last 
night in an address before more 
than 1,000 delegates of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce of the United 
States attending the fourteenth an- 
nual banquet of the organization at 
the New Willard hotel. 


The farming industry has not 
kept pace with other callings in in- 
creasing standards of living, Mr. 
Hoover declared, and this situation, 
“which remains our most difficult 
economic problem, is not to be dis- 
missed with a gesture of impa- 
tience at ideas which spring from 
misery,’’ he warned. 

Gov. Albert C. Ritchie, of Mary- 
land, advocated a “hands off”’ pol- 
icy by the government toward busi- 
ness in an address before more 
than 2,000 members of the organi- 
zation at the afternoon session held 
at the United States Chamber of 
Commerce building. 

More .than two score captains of 
industry attended the banquet last 
night as guests of the organization. 
Secretary of War Davis, Attorney 
General Sargent and Representative 
William R. Green, chairman of the 
House ways and means committee, 
were also present. 


Speakers’ Table Guests, 


Among the guests at the speak- 
ers table were Charles M. Schwab, 
steel magnate; Carl R. Gray, presi- 
dent of the Union Pacific lines: A. 
LL, Humphrey, president of the 
Westinghouse Electric Co.; Maj. 
Gen. James G. Harbord, president 
of the Radio Corporation of Ameri- 
ca; R. E. Cowie, president of the 
American Railway Express Ce.: FF. 
Edson White, president of Armour 
& Co.; George H. Jones, chairman 
of the board of directors of the 
Standard Oil Co. of New Jersey; 
Henry H. Westinghouse, of the 
Westinghouse Air Brake Co.; Harry

Secretary Hoover urged unlimit- 
ed support of the American eco- 
nomic system as it is ‘‘not perfect,”’ 
and never will be, he said, as long 
as it remains dynamic with new in- 
vention. There may be gunmen in 
every trade and industry, but if 
they dominated it ‘‘we would have 
collapsed long ago,”’ he declared. 

Constructive competition must be 
preserved in the manufacturing and 
distribution of commodities, the 
Secretary declared. The virility and 
strength of our whole economic sys- 
tem springs from spontaneous en- 
terprise and the stimulation of com- 
petition, he added.

“The broad purposes of govern- 
ment in its relation to business 
should be to keep the door of op- 
portunity and endeavor open to all 
on equal terms and to _ restrain 
those who would deny this,’ Gov. 
Ritchie declared. “By the same 
he added, “government 
should keep its hands off business 
so long as business Keeps its hands 
off government. and engages in no 
practices which are unfair or sti- 
fling to others.”’ 

No problem of modern political 
life presents more difficulties than 
that of determining the sound re- 
lations of business and govern- 
ment, the governor declared. 

The government is now in 
practically every kind of phase of 
business, Mr. Ritchie declared. 
Some of this is inevitable, he de- 
clared, but a large amount of 
money is lost annually simply be- 
cause there ig no necessity of show- 
ing a profit in the government’s 
business. 


Contrast with Business. 


By comparison, Gov. Ritchie 
showed that private business inter- 
ests would have to show a profit in 
some of the business the govern- 
ment is interested in. 

The United States will be con- 
fronted with the same _ situation 
now prevalent in England in con- 
nection with that country’s labor 
problems unless America awakes to 
the fact that too much legislation, 
sponsoring social service measures 
that must be paid out of American 
taxation, is being passed, Fred I. 
Kent, vice president of the Bankers 
Trust Co., of New York, told the 
delegates. 

‘Practically every social service 
undertaken by the government re- 
sults in a large number of individ- 
uals, including those who adminis- 
ter the service and those who bene- 
fit by it, being freed from having to 
take part, directly or indirectly, in 
production,’’ Mr. Kent added. 

The building situation, as applied 
to dwellings, has shown a decided 
improvement recently, Walter Stab- 
ler, of the Metropolitan Life Insur- 
ance Co., told. the delegates. 

High rents In dwellings and apart- 
ments .in cities have made many 
families seek places in the country 
and. semirural suburbs, he de- 
clared, with the result that there is 
little overproduction of these dwell- 
ings in the cities, he said. 

Many of the building laws and

Brazil showed she was 
not satisfied when the commission, 
to permit freer discussion, went into 
secret session to debate the problem 
of to what extent the council should 
be enlarged, if at all. It was then 
that Brazil and China demanded 
an increase in the number of 
permanent seats to ten. Simul- 
taneously Sweden opposed not only 
any augmentation in the number of 
permanent seats, but also in the 
number of permanent memberships, 
which Viscount Cecil, Great 
Britain’s representative, has sug- 
gested be increased from six to 
nine. 

Vittorio Scialoja, the Italian dele- 
gate, supported the Swedish con- 
tention, then urged that the com- 
mission first decide what would be 
the total membership of the coun- 
cil and later discuss how many of 
these should be permanent and how 
many nonpermanent members. 

The Chinese delegate demanded 
to know why permanent seats are 
reserved for the United States and 
Russia and a seat is refuséd to a 
great power like China when Rus- 
sia continued to send “insolent 
communications” to the league and 
the United States did not want to 
join that organization.

RADICALS AID IN APPEAL 


Boston, May 12 (By A. P.).— 
Nicolai Sacco and Bartolomeo ‘Van- 
zetti, defendants in a famous mur- 
der trial, today lost a six-year bat- 
tle for life which was financed by 
radical organizations in this coun- 
try and abroad. The full bench of 
the Massachusetts supreme court 
denied Sacco and Vanzetti a new 
trial and closed to them the iast 
door of legal appeal. They will 
now come before the superior court 
for sentence after conviction in 1921 
of the murder of a shoe company 
paymaster and guard in South 
Braintree. Succo has been held in 
Dedham jail pending the outcome 
of defense counsel’s effort. Van- 
zetti is in Charlestown State prison 
serving a sentence for robbery. 
Both men have been under obser- 
vation by alienists at various times 
during the long legal struggle. 

In a lengthy opinion the court 
overruled bills of exceptions 
brought by defense counsel and 
sustained the verdict of a jury 
which on July 144, 1921, found 
Sacco and Vanzetti guilty of first 
degree murder for the shooting of 
Frederick A. Permenter, paymaster 
of the Slater & Morrill Shoe Co., 
and dAllesandro’ Berardelli, his 
guard, at South Braintree. 

Because of reports of possible 
demonstrations in the event of an 
adverse decision by the supreme 
court, the courthouse was closely 
guarded today.

Reduction of Oxygen 
Kills Cancer Growths 


Berlin, May 12 (By A. P.).— 
That growth of cancer is fostered 
by oxygen is the belief advanced by 
Prof. Otto Warburg, head of the 
Kaiser Wilhelm Biological institute 
here. 

A sensation has been created 
among scientists by an article by 
Prof. Warburg in which he de- 
scribes how cancerous growths 
transplanted-in rats withered and 
died within 48 hours when tho 
oxygen inside the glass cage con- 
fining the rodents was reduced to 
the minimum atmospheric ratio 
capable of sustaining life. 

Prof. Warburg is not yet ready 
to believe thjs treatment is appli- 
cable to human beings. Other 
scientists regard his experiments a3 
a setp toward cure of cancer. 


NEW FOREST FIRES 
VISIT TWO SECTIONS 


Flames Break Out in Shenan- 
doah Range; South Moun- 


tain Is Ablaze. 


Harrisonburg, Va., May 12.—Two 
more forest fires broke out in the 
Shenandoah national forest today 
and are destroying hundreds of 
acres of timber around Fort Sey- 
bort, W. Va., and over Paddy moun- 
tain, of the North mountain range, 
in Hardy and Frederick counties, 
according to reports reaching For- 
estry Supervisor Marsh here. All| 
available fighters have been rushed 
to the scene, 

To date 19 fires have broken 
out in the Shenandoah national 
forest this season, burning over 
3,000 acres. In the Blue Ridge 
mountain area 12,000 acres have 
been burned over by four big blazes 
which swept everything before 
them last week. One estimate of 
the total forest fire loss in this sec- 
tion is $25,000. 

Hagerstown, Md., May 12.—An- 
other forest fire broke out today on 
South Mountain, near Gapland. 
Fire fighters were sent to the scene 
in automobile trucks. 

The .fire that had been burning 
for several days in the same vicinity 
was extinguished last night. Sev- 
eral hundred acres of timberland 
were fire swept. 


EXPLOSIONS SHAKE CITY 
WHILE BIG PLANT BURNS 


Hundred Drums of Chemicals 
at Winchester Factory Are 
Blown Up. 


SOME BY-STANDERS HURT 


Winchester, Va., May 12.—Build- 
ings half a mile distant were shak- 
en today when a hundred metal 
drums of orchard spraying chem- 
ical exploded in rapid succession at 
the plant of the Southern Chemical 
Co., the manufacturing units of 
which were destroyed by fire of 
undetermined origin. In addition, 
half a dozen barrels of gasoline 
blew up at intervals during the 
fire, adding fury to the flames. 
Hundreds of spectators narrowly 
éscaped being showered by the 
blazing chemicals and gasoline and 
some suffered slight burns. 

The blazing drums, their ctn- 
tents expanded by intense heat, ex- 
ploded high in the air with loud 
reverberations and much pyrotech- 
nic effect... In addition, great quan- 
tities of sulphur and other chemi- 
cals used in the manufacture of in- 
secticides flared up, producing si- 
multaneously all colors of the rain- 
bow amid dense clouds of yellow 
and greenish smoke. 

The explosion, which occurred 
near the base of Gen. Milroy’s civil 
war fort, resembled an artillery 
bombardment, while flaming chem- 
cals were like a Wfocanic eruption. 
Four fire companies, ufiable to con- 
trol ‘the blaze at close range be- 
cause of the ‘explosions, spurting 
flames and chemical fumes, saved 
Butler Bros.’ large barrel factory 
nearby, the ‘chemical concern’s 
great warehouse and other build- 
ings.

The 
metal keel runs from stem to stern, 
and on it is an 18-inch runway 
called a’ ‘‘catwalk.’’ The control 
cabin was slung under the keel, 
just forward of midships. The 
vessel has three motors, and is 
steered by a wheel, like any other 
ship. Sun compasses like Byrd’s, 
in the control cabin, were used to 
check against the magnetic com- 
pass, which is apt to be mislead- 
ing so near the magnetic pole..

11 Hours Are Lost. 


Oslo, Norway, May 12 (By A. 
P.).—The dirigible Norge passed 
over the north pole early this morn- 
ing. Flying conditions were re- 
ported to be excellent. 


The ship lost eleven hours by the 
mere act of passing over the pole. 
That is, on approaching the pole it 
was one a. m., today Norwegian 
time aboard ship, and a moment 
later it was two p. m. yesterday. 

The 2,750-mile route -was in the 
land of the midnight sun, making 
it a daylight trip throughout. 

After passing.the pole, the Norge, 
which started with enough fuel for 
3,000 miles, headed for an unex- 
plored area estimated at 1,000,000 
square miles, one-third as large as 
continental United States and never 
visited by man.

“You know my record 
Baldwin replied. ‘‘You know the 
object of my policy, and I think 
you can trust me to consider what 
has been said with a view of see- 
ing how best we can get the 
country quickly back into the con- 
dition in which we all want to 
see it. 


To Repair Damage Done. 


“You will want my cooperation 
and I shall want yours to try to 
make good the damage done trade, 
and try and make this country a 
little better and a little happier 
place than it has been in recent 
vears. That will be my steady en- 
deavor, and I look to all of you, 
when we are through with this 
for your cooperation in that. I 
shall do my part and I have no 
doubt you will do yours. 

“In regard to the second point, I 
cannot say at this moment what will 
happen, because I shall have to see 
the parties. My object, of course, is 
to get the mines started at the first 
momont possible and get an agree- 
ment reached. I cannot say until I 
have seen them exactly what the 
lines will be upon which my object 
can best be obtained.

| The terse announcement. ‘Brit- 
‘ish general strike settled,” was 
i enough to bring pronounced smiles 
‘of relief and satisfaction. The 
'majority was not interested in the 
details, although a few hesitated 
to comment in their absence. 

High government officials, lead- 
ers of organized labor and the great 
industrial heads now in Washing- 
ton for the chamber of commerce 
meeting—all had: realized what 
{stupendous economic effects the 
| strike might have had had it con- 
tinued indefinitely. The fact that 
Great Britain is this country’s best 
trade customer, at the same time 
supplying many commodities need- 
ed here, had been uppermost in 

their expressions of aprehension. 

Secretary Hoover, of the Com- 
merce Department, who had re- 
peatedly declined to talk about the 
strike while it was in progress, con- 
fined his settlement comment to 
thirteen words, declaring: ‘The 
whole world is relieved and glad 
that :a settlement has been 
reached.’’ 

The promptness with which the 
strike was settled and the way it 
was conducted, commented Secre- 
tary of Labor Davis, proved that the 
British laboring elements were ‘‘not 
dominated by communistic or other 
radical groups,’ and taught a les- 
son to negotiate and adjust labor 
disputes, ‘“‘before and not after we 
suffer the losses and the hardships.”’ 

William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, said 
the controversy had proven to labor 
in this country the soundness of the 
policy of ‘“‘making wage contracts 
and keeping them inviolate.’”’ The 
working people, in common with 
yother groups, he added, were grati- 
fied to learn of the settlement. 

News that peace was declared was 
received énthusiastically at the 
meeting of the United States Cham- 
ber of Commerce where John 
O’Leary, its president, announced 
that ‘‘a form of rebellion’’ had been 
put down as a demonstration that, 
with the orderly advance of civili- 
zation, ‘“‘comes a return of sound 
and sane policies.”’ 

Fred I. Kent, vice president of the 
Bankers’ Trust Co., of New York, 
warned the delegates that a strike 
of the character which England has 
experienced, might some day be 
paralleled in this country unless 
there is a tendency to drift away 
from paternalistic laws and regula- 
tions. 

There was prolonged cheering 
when the settlement was announced 
by President John W. O’Leary at 
the session of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States. 

“After all,” Mr. O’Leary said, ‘“‘it 
was a form of rebellion. It has been 
put down as a demonstration that 
with the orderly advance of civili- 
zation comes a return of sound and 
safe policies. This group can con-

Action of Trades Union Heads 
in Calling Off Tie-Up 
Is Regretted. 


CONFERENCE !S CALLED 


London, May 12.—The decision 
to call off the general strike was 
made without consulting the miners 
federation, A. J. Cook, secretary of 
that organization, declared tonight; 
the miners were not party to it in 
any shape or form. 

“The trades union congress Weci- 
sion has nothing to do with us,” 
said Mr. Cook. ‘‘Our men will have 
to decide what to do in the light of 
the circumstances. Our stoppage 
may continue for an indefinite 
period. 

‘‘When the proposals of Sir Her- 
bert L. Samuel were submitted to 
the miners early this morning, the 
miners rejected them. 

“The miners’ representatives re- 
gret that they were not given an op- 
portunity to consider beforehand 
the preparation of the draft propo- 
sals which the Trades Union Con- 
gress indorsed as the best obtain- 
able for the settlement of the crisis 
in the coal industry,’’ Mr. Cook con- 
tinued. ‘“‘The best proposals imply 
a reduction in the wages of large 
numbers of the miners, which is 
contrary to the repeated declaration 
of the miners’ federation and which 
their fellow trade 


sist. 

‘So far as the future is concern- 
ed we will report all that has hap- 
pened to a conference to be con- 
vened as early as possible. The 
delegates to the conference will 
either themselves decide what ac- 
tion is desirable or refer the matter 
to a ballot of all the miners.” 

Neither the government nor the 
mine owners, Secretary Cook assert- 
ed, had approached the miners’ 
federation regarding peace pro- 
posals. 

Sir Herbert Samuel, in an ex- 
planatory statement tonight said 
that resumption of the mining nego- 
tiations depended upon the miners’ 
federation consenting to the pro- 
posals adopted by the congress in 
calling off the general strike as a 
possible basis for negotiations. 

“If they do not consent,’” he add- 
ed, “the position so far as the mines 
are concerned, will remain as it 
was, and stoppage of the mines will 
continue. 

‘If they do accept, the govern- 
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ment, I believe, would be fully justi- 
fied in renewing the subsidy, pend- 
ing negotiations.

reinedy for diabetes. The claim is made that 
dropsical conditions may be entirely relieved 
by a new injection and that iodine has been 
found in many cases to effect a permanent 
cure of diabetes and goiter, which in some 
instances have been coexistent. The injection 
of three drugs—calcium chloride, ammonium 
chloride and novosaral—it is stated, dispels 
symptoms of dropsy. 

Another announcement made by the asso- 
ciation is that experiments with liver extracts 
may result in the development of a positive 
and permanent remedy for high blood pres- 
sure. Dr. Ralph Major, of Kansas City, re- 
ported that as a result of experiments made 
in hospitals and clinics blood pressure had been 
reduced in a month from as high as 310 to 
normal. 

The liberal eating of liver is also said to be 
beneficial in cases of anemia. Dr. Francis Car- 
ter Wood, vice president of the American So- 
ciety for the Control of Cancer, has announced 
a drive for a*$1,000,000 endowment fund. It 
is claimed that many cases of cancer are per- 
manently curable. It is‘also asserted that path- 
Ologists have found that cancer is not a sin- 
gle disease but a collection of diseases, of very 
different causation. Dr. James Ewing, of the 
New York Memorial hospital, is convinced that 
cancer is not inherited and that it is prevent- 
able. Bad teeth and tobacco and other forms 
of irritation, he believes, are causes of cancer 
of the mouth.

END OF THE BRITISH: STRIKE. 
To ihose who are fairly well acquainted with 


*the British mind and its reactions to events 


“the signs and tokens of the last day or two 
“were plainly indicative that plans for calling 
“off the general strike were being matured, and 


“that an announcement of the accomplished fact 


“was only a question of hours. The active steps 
“taken by the government for the distribution 
“of food and the carrying on of essential serv- 
"ices, as well as the grim significance of its 
“preparations to check disorder and put down 
“violence, were not without their effect in pro- 
“ducing a rational frame of mind in the labor 
“léaders. The alacrity with which volunteers 
“were forthcoming for every vacated position 
~ proved that the great body of the public was 
~not in sympathy either with the strike itself 
“or the communistic menace behind it. The dis- 
-content among numbers of the actual strikers 
mat being forced to abandon their jobs, not of 
their own volition, but in order to demonstrate 
“the solidarity of organized labor, was also a 
“warning, of which it would be unwise not to 
take heed. Perhaps, however, the really de- 
~termining influence was the unholy joy ex- 
spressed by the communist internationale and 
“the red trade union internationale of Moscow 
~at the turn of affairs in Britain and the zeal 
with which those bodies advocated the further 
and complete bolshevization of the British pro- 
detariat. All these considerations combined to 
“form a milieu, in which the protagonists on 
‘both sides were readily induced to hearken to 
“the courageous pronouncement. of Cardinal 
“Bourne and the representations of the Arch- 
‘bishop of Canterbury and other ecclesiasticai 


“dignitaries and of laymen of standing and po- 
“sifion in favor of industrial peace. 


There will be general rejoicing that the 
strike is at an end, for, as long as it lasted, it 
‘was a flaming danger, not to Britain alone, but 
: Had it continued 


Its termination is, on the whole, a 
triumph for the ministry, but it is not a clear- 
tut victory. The spirit of compromise, for 
Avhich the British are so noted, is plainly in 
Evidence. The coal miners, for whose hard lot 
very one feels so much sympathy, are not to 
‘De sacrificed. On the contrary, it is understood 
‘that negotiations between them and the opera- 
tors and the government on the questions of 
Wwages and hours are to be resumed, and that 
the subsidy will be continued for a reasonable 
time in order to give these negotiations every 
thance of success.

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INJURING THE RETIREMENT LAW. 


Any department head who refuses to postpone 
the time of retirement to efficient employes 
of the government injures the retirement act. 
This is especially true of persons whose work 
requires extensive training and experience. It 
is easy for a cabinet officer to compel all .em- 
ployes at the age of automatic retirement to 
leave the government serv*re, for he can in 
this way save time and trouble of examining 
the cases. But the main object of the law is 
efficiency; allowing extension of time recog- 
nizes that, there would be some cases whose 
forced retirement would be detrimental to the 
service. | 

It is the duty of every department head to 
extend the timé of all efficient employes who 
desire it. This is in the interest of economy 
and accords with the idea of the President, 
as it saves payment of the annuity for the time 
being. The average age of the Supreme Court 
is more than 70 and that of the Senate a 
little less. The wholesale elimination of all 
efficient government servants at 70 by any 
department head is not only unreasonable but 
can be made ridiculous. Should an efficient 
expert be compelled to retire at the age of 70, 
who subsequently should take a high position 
in similar work under private auspices and at 
the same time draw an annuity from the goy- 
ernment, it would put the retirement law in 
an unpopular position before the country. 
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No man is a complete failure until he de- 
lights to think his virtue is what keeps him 
poor. 
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SEBCOND-CLASS MAIL. 


What is commonly Known as transient sec- 
ond-class mail matter consists of publications 
entered as second class but mailed by private 
persons or firms. Under the act of February 
28, 1925, the rate on such mail was changed 
from 1 cent for each four ounces to 2 cents for 
each two ounces up to eight ounces. 

This sort of mail comprises copies of news- 
papers, magazines and other similar printed 
matter sent to friends. While the increase was 
not large, nevertheless it so discouraged those 
in the habit of sending such printed matter to 
friends as to reduce the number of pieces to 
approximately one-half, and the postal reve- 
nues in the same proportion. 

It is manifest, says the special subcommit- 
tee on revision of the postal rates, that the in- 
crease in the act of 1925 has caused the public 
to refrain from sending copies of publications 
of this kind, thus reducing the postal revenue 
from that source materially. It is recom- 
mended that the old rates be restored.

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FIGHTING DISEASE. 

Medical sclence has made such great prog- 
ress in recent years that the hope seems war- 
ranted that within a comparatively short pe- 
riod diseases that have baffled physicians the 
world over will be conquered. Reports of suc- 
cessful experiments in the treatment of dis- 
eases that have heretofore been regarded as 
practically incurable have come from widely 
scattered points. From London two impor- 
tant medical discoveries have been announced, 
one a hew method for treatment of diabetes, 
Bright’s disease and other kidney disorders, 
by Prof. Hugh MacLean, of St. Thomas’ hos- 
pital, and the working out by Sir Almroth 
Wright of a new method of testing the power 
of the blood to kill microbes. It is asserted 
that the whole treatment of kidney diseases

FORGIVE US OUR DEBTs. 

The Senate on Monday passed a claims bill. 
It has passed similar bills in the past and the 
House has failed to concur, and vice versa. So 
there is no certainty that the action of the 
Senate on Monday will be followed by the set- 
tlement of some 1,261 claims which have been 
pending against the government for nearly 
50 years. 

In 1878 the then Secretary of the Navy 
promised that the employes of the navy yards 
in Washington, Pensacola, Portsmouth, Brook- 
lyn, Mare Island, League Island, Rhode Island 
and Norfolk should be paid for their overtime. 
They have never been paid. Many of them are 
dead, and their widows and other heirs have 
been knocking at the doors of Congress ever 
since. 

Senator Copeland. of New York, called up 
the bill which has been reported year after 
year authorizing the payment of these long 
delayed obligations. Senator King, of Utah. 
thought that the bill should “‘go over.” But 
he consented to listen to the New York sena- 
tors explanation. Then there was a short 
colloquy: 

Mr. King—Has each of the claims been 
passed upon by the Court of Claims? 

Mr. Copeland—Every one of them. 

Mr. King—And proof adduced? 

Mr. Copeland—In every one. 

Mr. King—Has the Secretary of the Navy 
recommended this measure? 

Mr. Copeland—He has. 

Mr. King—That has been the case for a 
number of years? 

Mr. Copeland——For a number of sessions. 

Mr. King—Why was not the bill passed 
years ago, when some of these men were alive? 

Mr. Copeland—tThe senator knows how it is. 
The bill would pass one house one year and 
We 
passed it through the Senate last year, but the 
House did not get it. in time. 

Mr. King—When was it first presented to 
Congress? 

Mr. Copeland—In the Sixty-first Congress. 

Mr. King—When did the ‘Court of Claims 
pass upon it? 

Mr. Copeland—At various times, going away 
back to the early eighties. It does seem re- 
markable, I admit: but, after all, every single 
claim has been verified, every one has been 
before the Court of Claims, every one has been 
passed upon favorably, and the Secretary of 
the Navy and all concerned have approved 
them. 

Mr. King—lIf the Court of Claims, upon full 
consideration, have adjudged that the United 
States owes these men, I have no objection. 

Mr. Copeland—tThat is the case. 

The bill was passed, but the House has still 
to act. 
the District of Columbia, of whom nearly one- 
third are dead.

The claims range 
from $1.02 which the Court of Claims found 
to be due to Mary Smith, the remarried widow 
of Louis Browning, up to $736.82, which was 
the amount due to Samuel Miller, and which 
will go to his widow, Catherine, provided the 
House acts on the bill and the President signs 
it before Catherine is summoned to join Sam- 
uel beyond the veil.

Reaching the Pole. 
To the Editor of The Post——Sir: 
The newspaper accounts of Lieut. 
Comdr. Byrd’s flight’ to the north 


pole on May 9 are united in giving 
Byrd only second honors as a polar 
explorer. They all state with mofe 
or less detail that Byrd’s achieve- 
ment, magnificent as it was, is in 
the nature merely of a “‘visit,’’ for 
the reason that the pole was reached 
by Robert E. Peary in 1909. 

This is an injustice to Byrd. The 
most competent authorities in the 
field or arctic exploration lOng since 
reached the conclusion that Peary’s 
claim of having got to the north 
pole was either founded on an hoa- 
est mistake on his part or was sheer 
invention. Gen. ' Greely, Capt. 
Amundsen, the late Sir Clements 
Markham, Capt. Bernier, Capt. Eve- 
lyn Baldwin, Dr. Sven Hedin, the 
late Prince of Monaco—to mention 
but a few-—are all on record against 
Peary. In the Congressional Rec- 
ord for 1915 and 1916 are half a 
dozen speeches by Congressman 
Helgesen, which charge that Peary 
never got within 100 miles of the 
pole. 

The world is prepared to accept 
Commander Byrd’s word that he 
reached the pole. The most respon- 
sible authorities on arctic explora- 
tion have rejected Peary’s claims. 
Therefore, let us permit Commander 
Byrd to enjoy the distinction he has 
so well earned of being one of the 
only two men in all the world’s his- 
tory who have ‘“‘discovered’”’ a pole 
of this earth.

This 
precinct, which covers Anacostia, 
Deanwood, Burrville and Kenil- 
worth, was said to be 7 miles long 
and 1% miles wide, with approxi- 
~mately only 5,500 negroes living 
“within a mile radius of the proposed 
«beach. 
.. A resolution was passed request- 
“Ing the executive committee of the 
Federation of Civic associations 
“tind of the National Association for 
“the Advancement of Colored People 
to present ‘‘political reasons’’ to 
Representative Madden, of the 
House appropriations committee, 
why the authorized appropriation 
for a negro beach should be held 
up until an expression from col- 
ored citizens as to their wishes in 
the matter could be had. 


Specific Provision. 


Provision that one of the beaches 
to be erected should be specifically 
for negroes was inserted in the bill 
as it passed the Senate, at the in- 
stance of Senator Copeland, after 
negro organizations had fought for 
several years to keep the “‘segrega- 
tion clause” out of bathing beach 
legislation.

Both Dr. W. A. White, superin- 
tendent of St. Elizabeths hospital 
and Mr. Fenning. have testified that 
they also had private dealings in the 
acquisition of realty notes. -This 
joint account of theirs had no rela- 
tion to the transactions involving 
the ward’s money, they testified. 
The court records disclose that 
in many cases, Mr. Fenning in ac- 
counting for loans made from his 
wards’ money gave only the last 
name of the person to whom the 
loan was made, and in at least two 
instances gave only the initials. 
These were “W. W.’”’ and “‘K. L.”’ 
Such names as-7¥ King, Brown, 
Walker, Gottwals, Dudley, Philips, 
Wilson, Simkins, Allen, Haislip, Sei- 
fert, Holloway, Bowling, Davis and 
Moxley, run through the list. 

It is the plan of the investigators 
to trace each one to its end to ascer- 
tain whether Mr. Fenning in taking 
over the realty paper charged the 
ward's account with its face value 
and kept any discount at which it 
may have been procured. 

Following the decision against 
him in 1915, no effort was made 
on the part of other wards, so far 
as known, to recover the fees which 
they had been denied. 

Cites Supreme Court. 

Davis, in pointing out the 
alleged irregularity to the court, 
applied the Magruder-Drury de- 
cision of the United States Supreme 
Court which it is now contended in- 
terdicts the commissioner’s retain- 
ing the bond commissions. 

Maj. Arnold, in filing his brief in 
behalf of the veterans’ bureau, 
pointed out that not only has the 
highest court ruled on the question 
of double commissions once, but 
twice. The other case, he cited, 
was that of Jackson and Smith, 254 
U. S., 586. Both cases went up 
from the District and in each case 
the decision of the circuit court of 
appeals of the District was over- 
turned. 

In the latter case Justice Stafford 
ruled in favor of the ward, the cir- 
cuit court of appeals overruled him, 
but the highest court sustained 
him.

Personal Profit Banned. 


In the Magruder-Drury decision 
Maj. Arnold quoted the language 
of the highest court that it makes 
no difference that the estate of the 
ward did not suffer or that the fidu- 
ciary’s profit did not come from the 
ward’s estate. It is the ‘‘relation 
of the trustee to the estate which 
prevents his dealing in such way as 
to make a personal profit for him- 
self.’’ 

‘“‘No matter in what guise or un- 
der what speciousness of reason 
the matter may appear,’’ Maj. Ar- 
nold said, “the words of the §Su- 
preme Court of the United States, 
as found in its decisions, makes of 
the rule under consideration a veri- 
table spear of Ithuriel, the touch of 
which, in the words of the great 
epic poet, causes what it touches to 
‘return of force to its own like- 
ness.’ ’’ 

At the morning meeting of the 
House District committee, Repre- 
sentative Gilbert declared that the 
courts here could not escape criti- 
cism. 

“If Fenning’s conduct is as gross- 
ly wrong as we think it is,’’ he 
said, ‘‘the responsibility must be 
placed in a large degree on the 
court. No stream can be as foul as 
this into which we have plunged 
if the source is pure. The source 
in this case is the supreme court 
and the evidence shows it is not 
pure. 


Declares Court at Fault. 


“The court is a participant in 
this business in one respect because 
it has gone over the heads ‘of the 
court auditor and directed him to 
fix a certain amount as the fee to 
be allowed Fenning, and in one 
case Chief Justice McCoy went so 
far as to figure out the amount of 
commission before the auditor had 
even examined the record. 

“To my mind Justice McCoy is 
grievously at fault in showing un- 
warranted favoritism toward Fen- 
ning.”’

Seven-Hour Ice Pack. 


This was about the situation 
attending the testimony of George 
L. Law, a graduate nurse of St. 
Elizabeths hospital, and now an 
employe of the Washington Ter- 
minal Co. After Mr. Law had tes- 
tified that a patient, named Joseph 
Walconis, had died after he had 
een kept seven hours in an ice 
pack, Mr. Bowman tried to develop 
that Mr. Law had a grievance 
against the institution. When he 
asked Mr. Law directly if he had 
not been dismissed from the insti- 
tution, Law replied with feeling: 
‘“‘Absolutely not.’’ 

Mr. Law explained that the ice 
pack treatment is prescribed for 
vicious patients in an_ effort to 
quiet their nerves. His point was 
that the average treatment is but 
for one hour, but that Walconis, 
through oversight or negligence on 
the part of somebody, was given 
the treatment for seven hours. 

Thomas Q. Miller, former at- 
tendant at the hospital, also with 
the terminal company now, sub- 
stantiated the main features of Mr. 
Law’s testimony. He refused stead- 
fastly to subscribe to Mr. Blanton’s 
suggestion that the ice pack treat- 
ment is sometimes used as a pun- 
ishment. 


Method Defended. 


It is not a case of punishing a | 
rampaging patient, Mr. Miller in- 
sisted, but of protecting him for his 
own sake, and at the same time try- 
ing to calm his disordered nerves. 

Paul M. Lehman, chief clerk at 
the institution, and Mr. Sanger, the 
assistant administrative head, also 
appeared. Mr. Blanton wanted to 
know what a stenographer in Leh- 
man’s office had been doing. up at 
the courthouse.

Ballou Holds That =ducation

Central High school auditorium 
may be equipped with an asbestos 
curtain, reinforced by steel, and 
automobile repair shops in public 
technical schools may be compelled 
to remove all gasoline from cars 
Pupils work on unless” separate 
fireproof buildings are provided for 
such shops, was the possibility fol- 


lowing a conference yesterday be- 
tween school and District officials 
concerning the Yecent annual re- 
port of the fire marshal on fire 
hazards in public schools. 

The report this year was so long 
and contained so many recommen- 
dations for correction of conditions 
that the school men said they were 
puzzled to know what to do. They 
sought a conference with the com- 
missioners. 

Dr. Henry B. Learned, chairman 
of the buildings and grounds com- 
mittee of the board of education, 
told the commissioners that he and 
his colleagues were confused and 
appalled at the contents of the re- 
port; that as their money was 
limited by Congress in appropria- 
tion bills, they did not know what 
to do. He asked for information 
on three matters, namely, whether 
school auditoriums should be 
classed as theaters and be com- 
pelled to comply with expensive 
regulations, whether drastic rules 
governing public garages should be 
applied to automobile shops in 
technical schools and whether the 


engineering department of the Dis-| 


trict government should not pro- 
vide detailed suegestions for other 
structural changes said in the fire 
marshal’s report to be imperative. 


May Draft 


As to the last item, the commis- 
sioners hinted to the school board 
representatives that they return to 
their own councils and draft esti- 
mates for what they need for in- 
clusion-in the next budget. 

Superintendent of Schools Frank 
W. Ballou and Chief Engineer 
George S. Watson. of the fire de- 
partment, had a lively tilt over the 
school auditorium curtain issue. 
Chief Watson asked how the Dis- 
trict could hope to enforce theater 
safety regulations if they were not 
observed in public buildings. 

Dr. Ballou said he wanted to pro- 
vide safety in school auditoriums, 
but it was not in accordance with 
general regulations to classify them 
as theaters. 

It is predicted that the commis- 
sioners will class large school audi- 
toriums thus, and that a fireproof 
curtain to meet specifications drawn 
by the bureau of standards will be 
required in Central High school. 


Estimates, 


Cars Repaired in Schools. 


The hearing that 
cars owned by civilians were re- 
paired in the shops of the Arm- 
strong school at one time, the own- 
ers of the cars paying only for ma- 
terials used. Chief Watson said he 
had no objection to repair of cars 
by pupils in school buildings if the 
gasoline should be withdrawn be- 
fore the machines are taken into 
the buildings. 

Dr. Ballou said this would be 
difficult and that machines could 
not be tested after repairs without 
fuel to run the engines. It is said 
the commissioners were impressed 
with Dr. Ballou’s suggestion that 
separate fireproof buildings be pro- 
vided for shops for this work and 
that they agree with Chief Watson 
that, unless such buildings are pro- 
vided, no cars containing gasoline 
be permitted in school: buildings.

Warning that increasing labor 
costs must bring an eventual cur- 
tailment of building construction 


throughout the country was con- 
tained in a statement made public 
yesterday by the Associated Gen- 
eral Contractors, holding’ their 
spring meeting in the Hotel Wash- 
ington. 

While the cost of living has re- 
mained comparatively stationary 
and the cost of building materials 
has declined materially, wages 
have increased sharply, the state- 
ment said. This increase in wages 
has prevented a decline in general 
construction costs, it was added. 
The statement follows: 

“Up to the beginning of 1923, 
the rise and fall of wages in the 
building industry, as well as ma- 
‘terial in the industry, were virtually 
identical in their trends. During 
1923 the wages of labor took a 
sharp upward movement and since 
then any chart constructed to di- 


vulge the variation of wages in the 


industry shows an ever upward di- 
rection. Similarly, since 1923 the 
general trend of material has been 
downward until today the spread 
between average building wages and 
average building material, based on 
the 1913 average of 100, is about 
50 points. 


Wages and Living Cost. 
‘‘Aside from the law of supply and 


‘demand which influences the price of 


services and materials, one barome- 
ter to employ as to the proper 
justification for variations in wages 
of building mechanics is the average 
cost of living of the country. Since 
the spring of 1922 the cost of living 


has not yaried more than 10 points 
in its extreme, whereas during that 
same period, the rise of wages has 
been 40 points. 

“The question arises how long 
can the wages of mechanics in- 
crease before the curtailment of 
construction will be forced upon the 
buying public.’’ 

The statement was regarded with 
particular interest because it has 
been the policy of the association 
to refrain from any general state- 
ment on labor, leaving that ques- 
tion to be settied in each of the 
district member associations.

FOR ADJUSTING MINE 


Measure Would Govern Fuel 
Commerce in Event 
of Strike. 


PRESIDENT COULD NAME 
~ BOARD IN EMERGENCY 


Provision for Government. to 
Take Over Properties 
Is Eliminated. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 

The first’ constructive step to- 
ward regulating commerce in coal 
and providing the machinery for 
handling future threatened strikes 
in the coal industry was taken yes- 
terday when the Senate committee 
on education and labor reported 
out Senator Copeland’s bill, with an 
amendment. 


Provision is made, under the 


tearms of the bill, for fact-finding 
machinery to be set up in the bu- 
reau of mines to keep the govern- 
ment and the public abreast with 
knowledge of essential facts relat- 
ing to production, distribution and 
sale of coal products. . 

The relationship of the industry 
to labor is dealt with along the 
lines. of the Parker-Watson rail- 
road labor bill, which passed the 
Senate Tuesday. In other words, 
the employers and employes en- 
gaged in the coal industry will 
make and maintain their own 
agreements concerning wages and 
working conditions and will first 
attempt to settle. their own dis- 
putes, without outside interference. 

In case they fail to agree, the 
President is empowered under the 
bill to create an emergency coal 
board which must report to him 
within 30 days on the question of 
whether or not the public is likely 
to be deprived of an adequate sup- 
ply of-coal or whether interstate 
commerce is to be seriously inter- 
rupted. 


Danger of Famine. 


If this board decides that there 
is imminent danger of a coal famine 
and restraint of interstate com- 
merce, the President is given addi- 
tional powers. He may proclaim 
that an emergency exists, threaten- 
ing to impair the health, safety, and 
welfare of the people and would 
thereupon be authorized to revive 
the Jaw of September 22, 1922, and 
appoint a Federal fuel distributor, 
arrange for car service priorities 
during the emergency and take 
steps to prevent the sale of fuel 
at unjust and unreasonably high 
prices. 

Senator Copeland’s original pro- 
vision permitting the President to 
take over any and all coal proper- 
ties and operate them during the 
emergency, if in his discretion he 
considered it necessary, has been 
stricken from the bill. The senator 
from New York believes that the 
effectiveness of the measure has 
not been impaired by this commit- 
tee action. It is realized that in 
case of a threatened coal] famine 
or serious emergency occurring 
after the President had appointed 
a Federal fuel administrator, the 
Congress would in all probability be 
called into session and it would be 
only. a matter of hours before 
needed additional powers were 
given the President if these ap- 
peared necessary. 

The elimination of the contro- 
versial feature contained in the 
provision to enable the government 
to take over the mines encourages 
Senator Copeland to believe that he 
may obtain action at this session 
on his bill. He expects to call the 
bill: up this week, possibly to- 
morrow. 


Not Passed House. 


The fact that the bill’ has not 
yet passed the House, and the added 
fact that both houses of Congress 
are confronted with accumulated 
important legislative proposals, lead 
to the belief that the Copeland bill 
may not get through at this session. 

Senator Wadsworth, chairman of 
the Republican steering committee, 
has not yet given consideration to 
this particular bill, but President 
Coolidge in. his messages to Con- 
gress has repeatedly referred to the 
need of coal, legislafion in the in- 
terest of the public welfare. In his 
last message the President urged 
legislative action and added: 

‘“*At the present time the national 
government has little or no author- 
ity to deal with this vital necessity 
of the life of the country. It has 
permitted itself to remain so pow- 


be humble supplication.”’ 
Favors Basic Features. 


The President’s coal commission, 
headed by John Hays Hammond, 
reported under date of September 
22, 1923, in favor of some of the 
basic features of the Copeland bill, 
particularly the fact-finding ma- 
chinery set up. ol 

“The government and the leaders 
of the coal industry both are blam- 
able,” the report stated, “if the 
public has no proper conception of 
what coal means to the country, 
what conditions and handicaps have 
to be met in the mining and: distri- 
bution of coal, what economies can 
be effected, what advance is need- 
ed and what can be done in better- 
ing working and living conditions.”

Confidential Lists Exposure 
Would Damage Work, 
Board Says. 
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The civil service commission 
strenuously objects to permitting an 
indiscriminate or thorough inspec- 
tion of the lists containing the 
names of temporary government 
employes, according to the answer 
filed yesterday in circuit court by 
the commission in response to 2 
petition for a writ of mandamus 
asked by Dr. Ellery C. Stowell, 
president of the Better Govern- 
ment league. 

Dr. Stowell’s request to be al- 
lowed to inspect the lists and that 
he be furnished a copy of the 
names of temporary government 
employes was denied by the com- 
mission as impracticable and in- 
convenient. 

According to the answer pre- 
sented for the commission by As- 
sistant District Attorney Leo Rover, 
one of the principal reasons why 
the commission refused to allow 
Dr. Stowell to have the lists he de- 
sired, is that the lists he wants to 
see contains the names of numer- 
ous persons employed in a confi- 
dential capacity whose exact iden- 
tity the government considers none 
of the business of the general pub- 
lic and has considered secrecy 
along this line necessary for many 
years. 


Cause Inconvenience. 


Moreover, an inspection of some 
500,000 individual index cards, 
whether by an employe or the com- 


mission or an outsider in search of 
information, is something which 
will cause a great deal of inconven- 
to the commission and its 
employes as well, it is stated. 

Just which of the records are 

confidential and which are not, is 
a matter entirely within the dis- 
cretion of the commission to de- 
cide, it is stated, and it is not up 
to the courts to step in and inter- 
fere with that discretion. 
To issue a writ of mandamus 
against the commission to compel 
it to permit Dr. Stowell to inspect 
the records or furnish him with a 
list of names of temporary em- 
- ployes would be equivalent to is- 
suing a writ of mandamus against 
the President, as the commiggion is 
an advisory board to the President, 
it is asserted. The court is asked 
to dismiss Dr. Stowell’s petition.

Charles J. Columbus, secretary of 
the Merchants & Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation, yesterday tendered his 


resignation, to accept a position in 
New York city, the board of govern- 
ors announced, after a meeting in 
the Star building.

FOR BRIDGE DISPUTED 


President May Decide if Sand- 


stone Block May Be Used 


in Arlington Span. 


Can the block of stone dedicated 
by the Grand Army of the Republic 
here in 1902, as the corner stone 
of the Arlington Memorial bridge be 
used for that purpose? 

This question is now being con- 
sidered by Maj. U. S. Grant 3d, 
director of public buildings and pub- 
lic parks, but final decision must 
come from the bridge commission 
of which President Coolidge is 
chairman. 

The dedicated block is sandstone 
and the bridge will be built of 
granite, but it is believed it may be 
Spaniels to incorporate the sand- 
stone block in a larger block of 
granite and members of the Grand 
Army of the Republic and the Wash- 
ington Stonecutters union hope it 
can be used this way. 

When Congress authorized a sur- 
vey of the bridge site in 1902, the 
Stonecutters union cut and designed 
the sandstone which was officially 
designated as the bridge corner 
stone the same year at the thirty- 
sixth national encampment of the 
G. A. R: From that time until 1918 
it rested at the northeast corner of 
Pennsylvania avenue and Madison 
place and was later removed to West 
Potomac park near the foot of 
Twenty-fifth street.

Shurtleff, in Speech to Arts 
Federation, Urges More 
Care of Outdoors.

Tin can tourists who mar the 
scenic beauty of public parks with 
their luggage and camp equipment 
were denounced for their thought- 
lessness by Arthur A. Shurtleff, of 
Boston, speaking yesterday after- 
noon before the convention of the 
American Federation of Arts in ses- 
sion at-+the Mayflower hotel. 

*“‘We should no mcre be permitted 
to place our cars or our camps con- 
spicuously in the landscape of un- 
paralleled beauty than we should be 
permitted in a church to place our 
galoshes in the chancel,’’ Mr. Shurt- 
leff declared. ‘‘We should be pro- 
vided with a satisfactory place to 


leave our cars, to play ball, to find 
a garage or a hotel,” he said, ‘“‘when 
we are wisely forbidden to intrude 
our machinery, our shelter. or 
our muscular prowess upon the 
scenery.” 

In conclusion the speaker urged 
his audience to exert their influence 
among their friends and acquaint- 
ances for a better appreciation of 
the scenic grandeur of the open 
spaces. 

Other speakers at the afternoon 
session yesterday were: Walter 
Pach, painter and author; Ralph 
Pearson, etcher and author, and 
John M. Wabbeke of Ht. Holyoke 
college. A series of stereopticon 
slides showing the tradition of no- 
bility and beauty in the art of paint- 
ing were shown. 

The seventeenth annual conven- 
tion of the American Federation of 
Arts opened yesterday morning with 
an address of welcome by Charles 
Moore, chairman of the National 
Commission of Fine Arts. This 
was followed by the address of the 
president of the body, Robert W. de- 
Forest, after which reports of the 
officers were read. 

Last night the visitors were enter- 
tained with a recital in the chamber 
of music, Library of Congress. The 
program of chamber music by 
American composers was played by 
Lennox string quartet, composed of 
Wolfe, Wolfinsohn, Edwin Ideler, 
Herbert Borodkin and Emmeran 
Stoeber.
